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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species A, Figures 1 and 4; Species B, Figures 20 and 21; Species C, Figure 22; Species D, 
Figures 23 and 24. 

2. With the election of one of the above Species A-D, an election of one of the two 
embodiments of the metering device is required: Species AA, Figure 6; Species BB, figure 7. 

3. Please note that Figure 6 is on page 6 of the drawings and has no figure title. 

4. Additionally, with the election of one of Species A-D, an election of one of the four 
liquid distributor embodiments is required: Species A', Figures 12 and 13; Species B 5 , Figure 14; 
Species C\ Figure 15; Species D\ Figures 16 and 17. 

5. Any figures not mentioned above are considered to be common elements to all the above- 
identified species. 

6. The species are independent or distinct because Species A discloses disc brushes; 
Species B discloses a cylindrical brush comprised of discs; Species C doesn't disclose any 
agitator- only the liquid distribution system at the front; and Species D discloses a flap for 
distributing the foamed solution. Species AA and BB are different embodiments of the metering 
device and Species A'-D' are different embodiments of the liquid distributor. All these 
embodiments amount to completely different cleaning machine structure and create a 
burdensome search.

7. It should be noted that not all embodiments listed are claimed but, for the sake of 
completeness, have been listed so as to avoid any further election of species requirement later in 
prosecution. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
